mands. And he condemned IOO per 
cent the companies’ demands for 
permission to boost prices if they 
raise wages. 
The President said the industry 
is making so much money it can 
afford to increase wages without 
increasing prices. 
Now no company spokesman, if 
he tries to present the industry's 
side, can hope to compete with the 
President for public attention.

The legal fight. The companies 
said they’ll fight government seiz 


ure all the way up through 
the 
courts. The court battle already 
has begun. 
To go all the way up to the Sup­ 
reme Court might take a year. By 
that time the dispute should cer­ 
tainly be over. 
The industry will have to start 
with a lower court federal judge, 
asking for an order telling the gov­ 
ernment to abandon seizure. 
If this happened before a settle­ 
ment between the union and indus­ 


try—the 
government called both 
sides to Washington Wednesday to 
try fo» a settlement—there d be a 
strike. 
But President Trum an explained 
Tuesday night that his leason for 
seizing the plants in the first placf 
was to prevent a 
strike,

This puts on any judge who lis­

The Senate Banking Committee 
was called hack into closed-door 
session to try for some agree 
ment on a hill to extend the De 
Cense Production aet. 
This is the base on which the 
government’s whole vast structure 
of economic controls rests. 
Angry demands for scrapping the 
program were prompted by the 
steel wage negotiations, capped by 
President Trum an’s order Tuesday 
night for seizure of the industry to 
avert a walkout. 
However, Sen. Moody (D Mich), 
a committee member, said “ the 
enemies of stabilization” might try 
to use the seizure as* “ a weapon 
to torpedo the anti-inflation law.” 
“ I hope-the country will not be 
fooled,” he said. “ This is

time to rip away the people's al­

against 
profiteering

high prices.”

Of Circleville’s Favorite Son Is Detailed 


Fumed Maestro 
Gives History 
O f His Life 


< irlcrville has caught fire with 
the announcement that its favorite 
native son, famed b an d m a ste r Ted 
Lewis, will present a special bene 
fit concert here April 25. 
Rut 
who is this fellow, Ted 
Lewis? Why would 
his a p p e a r ­ 
ance iiere create su< h a stir. 
Many new arrivals to Circleville 
and probably many of the new 
generation which has sprung 
up 
here since the m aestro wended his 
way to f a m e —probably w o n d e r 
what all of the shouting is about. 
Although widely known 
as 
the 
' ‘tragedian of song” with his e v e r ­ 
present top hat, bandy legged strut 
and smooth, soothing voice, many 
persons in Circleville m a y be un 
a w a r e —or have forgotten—his e a r ­ 
ly footsteps from a typical small 
town beginning to the very top of 
the fascinating dream lan d of show 
business. 


IN TMK WORDS of the maestro, 
here is a portion of the Ted Lewis 
s fory: 
“ Tim es have changed, Broadway 
has changed I have seen the death 
of vaudev ille and its rebirth, the in­ 
vention of sound film, the develop 
mont of m odern broadcasting and 
the ir*roduction of television. Many 
old famous land m a rk s have since 
vanished, m y flowing black hair i<- 
now thinning, yet I still can recall 
•'Mftcsippippr' hacking on 
B ro a d ­ 
way in his old fashioned low nec k­ 
ed victoria in front of Rectors on 
49th street. 
His battered high hat was then 
fam ous on the street and the night 
I won it in a crap gam e was indeed 
a m e m o rab le event. Show business 
h as bridged m any ch an g es—I have 
seen 
hundreds 
of 
entertainers 
bloom and fade—but as Irving B e r­ 
lin has so aptly reduced to song 
“ There Is No Business Like Show 
Business ” 
“ I was born in Circleville under 
Hie 
n a m e 
of 
Theodore 
Leopold 
F ried m a n . Circleville is no differ­ 
ent than any other small town, e x ­ 
cept that I was told later it had 
produced Ted Lewis. My Dad, who 
was engaged in the general m e r ­ 
chandise business, looked forward 
to the time when I would grow up 
and become a m erchant prince and 
my early schooling was moulded 
aion*, those lines. But I had other 
ideas. 
“ Music kept 
h u m m ing 
through 
my ears, and since my Dad didn t 
approve, it was up to me to devise 
m eans of getting the things I w an t­ 
ed most 
“ My first real purchase was a 
clarinet, bought with money earned 
from selling the Police Gazette. I | 
soon found myself playing in Pro- « 
fessor 
Oscar 
A m eringer’s 
boy's I 
band where I was fired for jazzing 
up the Poet and Peasant 0 v e r- j 
lure Many y ea rs later, while play­ 
ing an 
engagem ent 
in 
P o r t l a n d , ' 
Oregon. A m eringe r was running for 
governor of the state and he ca m e 
to my dressing room after the show 
to tell me how sorry he was, and 
it had been on his mind for years. , 
“ Goldsmith's music store in Col­ 
umbus, as a dem onstrator of m u ­ 
sical instrum ents was another step 
in my career, having learned, while 
in the band, to play several instru­ 
ments,

thing I really wanted. In quick suc­ 
cession I was part of an act called 
the*'Musical Twins” for G u t Sun, 
then i trio known as “Rose. Young 
and Friedman** was born. Both of 
these acts were soon dissolved, and

“ 1916 was one of the t u r n i n g 
points in my career. Coney Island 
was then a world am usem ent spot 
and I assembled a four piece band 
filled as “ Ted Lewis and His Nut 
B a n d .” Th( public was then h u m ­ 
ming 
“ Alexander's 
R a g t i m e 
B a n d ” , the dane. craze was s t a r t ­ 
ing and Lewis's clowning caught 
on. 
“ It landed me in Rectors as a 
featured clarinetist rn Earl Fuller's 
band. Bessie Clayton was a h e a d ­ 
liner and I was booked to ap p e a r 
with her af the Palace Theatre on 
Broadway. E. F, Albee, the owner, 
watching the act on opening day, 
thought I was too peppy and fired 
mc. Not many years later. Mr. Al- 
bee paid me a fancy figure to play 
the s a m e music with my own hand 
for eight straight weeks on the P a l ­ 
ace stage as one of the h e a d l i n e r s . : 
“ My style of syncopation was 
then sweeping the country and its 
popularity was a signal for hun­ 
dreds of dance bands springing up 
all over the country. In Chicago, a 
nine year-old lad named 
B e n n y 
G oodman made his 
stage 
debut 
doing an impersonation o. me, lat­ 
er to work in my band, and still 
later did me the honor of a rendi­ 
tion of my theme song “ When My 
Baby Smiles At Me” at a triu m p h ­ 
ant Carnegie Hall concert. 
"T he early 20’s found me a c c o m ­ 
plishing 
the 
unprecedented 
th e­ 
atrical feat of playing three e n ­ 
gage m ents at once: on stage at the 
P alace Theatre, in the Greenwich 
Village Follies on Sheridan Square 
and in Florenz Ziegfeld's Midnite 
Frolics on top of the New A m ste r­ 
d a m Theatre. The Domino Room 
(owned by Je a n Sawyer), Rectors, 
the Bal Taberin and the L i t t l e 
Club, famous New York nite spots 
of the Diamond J im Brady era. the 
Edelweiss Gardens it Chicago, the 
P alace 
Hotel 
in 
San 
Francisco, 
Alexandria Hotel in L A. are e n ­ 
g ag e m e n ts that bring back pleasant 
memories. 
“ 1923 was another year to re­ 
m e m ber. 
I decided to become a 
producer and with that the “ Ted 
Lewis Frolics” was born. The show 
didn’t last very long, and with its 


losing 
went $150,000 of my own 
money (but everyone was paid in 
full). It was heartbreaking, as it 
represented the savings of m any 
years, but I was not discouraged 
The very next week found me in 
Chicago in the “ Passing Show” and 
doubling at the Sherm an H o u s e 
and Marigold Gardens 
These e n ­ 
g a ge m e nts kept rn* in Chicago for 
m an y months and then toured the 
country, 
p l a y i n g 
presentation 
houses which 
were 
later to be 
known as Vaudeville. 
“ Europe beckoned 
for 
Lewis's 
syncopation, and 1925 found me in 
London doing another triple stunt: 
The 
Hippodrome 
the 
Piccadilly 
Revels and the Kit Rat Klub (the 
playground of royalty where three 
kings were among the audience one 
night for dinner). Ostend. Belgium 
and The Los A m b a s s a d o r s in Par- 
’ 
followed and later returned to 
E ng lan d for a return engagem ent. 


“ Upon my return to the United 
States, found the then famous P a r ­ 
ody Club had undergone a face lift­ 
ing job, (there was no more s a w ­ 
dust on the floor), It was there I 
introduced my own innovation 
of 
the clowning musicians, the laugh­ 
ing trombones, the sobbing clarinet 
and the hat m uted instruments. 


“ The early 1920’s m ark ed anoth­ 
er important milestone for me; the 
signing of a contract for Columbia 
Records as their top recording a r ­ 
tist and with whom I rem ained for 
m a n y years 
Columbia 
was then 
the largest recording com pany in 
America. Through the sale of im 
records, such popular 
Lewis 
r e ­ 
cordings as 
“ I’m 
The 
Medicine 
Man For Your Blues,” “ Goodnite,” 
“ The St Louis Blues.” and “ Down 
The Old Church Isle” and m any, 
many others, too numerous to m e n ­ 
tion bec a m e famous and today are 
still in great demand. Later, when 
Decca Records was formed. I be 
c a m e associated w*h them, all my

“ Almost four decades in s h o vv 
business has taken me from coast 
to coast, big towns and s in a I I, 
theatres, cafes, concerts. And the 
secret of my success, I can attrib­ 
ute in a great measure to show­ 
manship; knowing what my public 
wants and giving it to them. The 
last two decades in particular has 
meant added thrills, as it afforded 
me the privilege of ap pearin g be­ 
fore a new generation to most of 
whom I had only bern a legendary 
figure. 
“ Radio and motion pictures have 1 
likewise been a part of my long 
and varied career 
“ 1943 saw me back on Broadway 
after an absence of many years, 
was booked for eight weeks 
and 
slayed 22. 
I 
again 
returned 
to 
B roadway in 1946, this time at the 
Latin Quarter, hero 
again 
w a s 
booked for 12 weeks and stayed six 
months. (This sam e spot was the 
famous Palais Royale where I a p ­ 
peared in 1918). It vva^ apparent, 
that through the years, I have re­ 
tained 
the 
magic 
touch 
which 
transported my ambones into the 
fascinating land of m ake believe 
and genuine entertainment. 
“ Although lack of time prevents 
m e from going back to Circleville, 
ray home town, as often as I would 
like. its welfare is still close to my 
heart.

With very little assistance from 
the federal government, the Unit­ 
ed States made tremendous pro- 
gres* during the half century from 
1850 to 1900. There were Some de 
pressions and hardships but these 
conditions only temporarily slowed 
g^V-iun the dynamic power of private 
V fiterprlse with its incentives and 
competitive market system. 
During the 50 years preceding 
1900, the federal government was 
hardly noticeable; 
it 
scarcely 
touched the lives of businessmen 
and employes, housewives, doc­ 
tors, 
lawyers 
and 
candlestick 
makers. The citizenry as a whole 
was law abiding and possessed of 
high moral integrity. 
^ T h e relationship existing between 
™ c federal government and the 
states and citizens in 1900 might be 
likened to the relationship that ex- ( 
isis today in many nationwide se r­ 
vice organizations. For instance, a 
. local civic club—Lions, 
Kiwanis, 
Rotary—holds 
membership 
in 
a | 
national organization. There is a 
national headquarters. 
Hut it 
is 
far away and participates scarcely ■ 
at all in the local club’s affairs. 
A Hie local civic club subscribes to 
^ | c principles set forth in the na­ 
tional charter of its organization, 
occasionally gets one of its m em ­ 
bers elected to a national office, 
sends two or three members to the 
organization's national convention, 
and levies an assessment of $2 or 
$3 a year on each m em ber to de­ 
fray the cost of operating the na­ 
tional headquarters. Otherwise, the 
local club runs its own business, 
hardly aware of the existence of 
national headquarters. That's 
about the kind of relationship our 
citizens and states had with their 
federal government 50 years ago. 
IV moo, m em bers of the civic 
club “ U. S A.”—the American citi­ 
zens—were paying an average of 
only $3 88 each in taxes per year to 
defray the total cost of operating 
the federal government. A family 
of five thus was paying an average 
of $19 40 a year in all forms of Fed- 
^ a1 taxes. Today that's hard to be­ 
lieve. On the basis of the present 
federal budget, the bite placed on 
each citizen is averaging 
$477 
a 
year; and a family of five. $2,375. 
That's an increase since 
1900 of 
12,200 per cent in the cost of fed 
eral government to the individual 
citizen! 
In 1900, after a period 
of 
the 
greatest economic progress a peo­ 
p l e had ever known, the nation’s 
u a s 
o n l y 
$1,262,000,000, 
amounting to a m ere $15 per per­ 
son for the 76,000,000 population of 
that clay, or $75 for a family of 
five. Thus, in these 1900 figures on 
per capita debt ($15) and cost of 
government ($3.88 a year), we see 
that activities of the federal gov­ 
ernment were small, an insignifi­ 
cant factor in national progress. 
A growing nation, a progress­ 
ing nation was scarcely aware of 
JVthe existence of a federal gov­ 
ernment. 
That’s 
an 
important 
fact to remember. 
In contrast 
today, our federal 
government is a great sprawling 
dominating 
bureaucracy — inter­ 
ceding in everybody’s business, it 
seem s; getting in everybody’s hair; 
holding 
a 
hand 
in 
everybody’s 


pocketbook; smothering out local 
self-government ai d citizen inde 
pendence. In 50 years we have gone 
a long way into government regi­ 
mentation bit by bit. As a people, 
we have made economic progress 
but the sound portion of this pro­ 
gress has been marie in spite 
of 
and not because of the growth and 
big spending of the federal govern­ 
ment. 
Today our future economic pro­ 
gress is s e r i o u s ly jeopardized. 
With the expenditure of the present 
1952 budget of $71,594,000,000, the 
national debt will be $260,220,000,* 
OOO, averaging $1,733 per person. 
When we 
consider this together 
with the average yearly tax of $477 
per person, we see in true light 
how the present income and future 
income of every family 
is being 
crippled by big spending govern­ 
ment. 
It is true, of course, that quite 
a bit of the 
spending 
in 
recent 
years has been due to war and the 
threat of war. It is also true that 
dishonesty, graft and waste on a 
huge scale has 
been 
uncovered. 
The fact is apparent that with hon­ 
esty, good management and com­ 
mon sense in handling of 
public 
funds the proposed budget could 
be cut in half. 
We, as citizens, must take action 
to curb the power 
and 
wasteful 
spending of the federal 
govern­ 
ment—as a measure of self preser­ 
vation.

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County Self-Employed Urged To Comply With New Tax Law 


Official Says 


Many Fail To 


File Properly 


New Low Applies 
T o Those Earning 
$400 To $3,600 


Selfemployed persons of Pick­ 
away County who failed to f i l e 
schedule C with {heir 1951 income 
tax returns are now delinquent with 
respect to their new social security 
taxes. 
This means they are technical* 
ly subject to penalties and inter­ 
est. Furthermore, they are thus 
far failing to receive credits to­ 
ward social security benefits. 
“ We have every reason to think 
that the vast majority of self e m ­ 
ployed have properly filed schedule 
C with the collector of internal rev­ 
enue in connection with their 1951 
income tax returns.” C. C Darby, 
manager of the local social secur­ 
ity office said today. 
“ Nevertheless, our public c o n ­ 
tacts indicate that a considerable 
number have failed to do so despite 
widespread publicity that has been 
given the new provisions of the law 
by the press. 
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DARBY ADVISES all such delin­ 
quent social security taxpayers to 
file Schedule C immediately with 
the collector of internal revenue. 
This will save them trouble and ex­ 
pense and will insure them against 
future loss of benefits to which they 
and their families would he en­ 
titled. 
“ The social security tax require­ 
ment applies to self-employment 
earnings from $400 to $3,600.” he 
said. “ Farm operators, c e r t ai n 
professions, and funeral directors 
are exempted ' 
Darby added that valuable pro­ 
tection is afforded the self employ­ 
ed and their families under the new 
social security program , in 
some 
cases with as little as a year and 
a half of work covered by the law. 
Monthly payments to a 
family 
group can total as much as $150, 
or the retired individual m ay be 
entitled to as much as $80 a month.

He predicted a mass market for 
well-constructed houses at reason­ 
able prices is developing and there 
will be mass production of such 
houses to meet the demand. 
Spokesmen for two statewide or­ 
ganizations agreed sale of higher- 
priced houses is slowing down. One
